The City and the Economic Company. 

Corporation Counsel Miller and his chief as- 
sistant, Mr. Chetlain, spent the greater part 
of yesterday discussing the rights of the Econ- 
omic Fuel Gas company under its ordinance 
and the duties of the Commissioner of Public 
Works accordmg to the same.

Even 
the turning up of the earth is a menace to the 
public health; the leakage of gas makes the 
matter worse; the interference with pores

The more I think of 
it the greater and more important the matter 
becomes. But I will say frankly that my dis- 
position is to go to the very extreme to pro- 
tect the public from the actual hardship of 
having the streets opened at all. I say delib- 
erately that I am very seriously disposed to 
resort to the extremity of my power to pre- 
vent the tearing up of the streets. 

J know that the company has contracted 
for $300,000 worth of pipe, but the agents of 
the company have not yet informed me where 
their plant is to be located, what the size of 
their holders is to be, and what they intend to 
do in reference to the same. They are not 
definite enough. 

The Mains to Be Thirty Inches, 


**Tlere let me correct the report that the 
fuel gas mains are to be only twenty inches. 
They are to be thirty inches. Now, the com- 
pany talks about putting in a thirty-inch and 
a six-inch main on each side of the street. 
See what a trench this will take! And, then, 
if this is not done the street will 
have to be torn up transversely along 
every twenty-five feet to make connections. 
I wonder if the citizens and property-own- 
ers realize this? I think if they did they 
would pay $1.50 for gas rather than have the 
streets torn up. Why, some of the streets 
cannot hold those pipes. There is no room 
for them. I am almost of the opinion that it 
will be my duty to refuse the permit. Those 
people have the haziest notion of what they 
want to do. Mr. Yuille told me that they in- 
tended to lay seventy-five miles of pipe in the 
doWn-town portions of the city this season. 
They cannot do any such thing. They 
can not under any circumstances open 
up more than a block at atime, if they were 
allowed to open up any. The whole business 
is an impositidn on the city. I say that with- 
out fear of contradiction. 

At present it seems to me, I confess, as if 
I could not grant the permits asked. I am 
waiting for a definition of my authority. 
That given, I shall speedily decide what I shall 
do. I have required the Economic company 
to prepare and present to me an accurate map 
of all the down-town streets and alleys which 
it proposes. to occupy, together with a de- 
tailed statement of the plans and policy of the 
concern. Until I get them and the opinion of 
the Corporation Counsel I can decide on 
nothing. 

Mr. Aldrich has given up all hope of getting 
the pipes under the sidewalks.

THE warts eran STEAMSHIP MAJES- 
TIC BEATS THE OCEAN KECORD. 


From Queenstown to Sandy Hook in Five 
Days, Eighteen Hours, and Eight Min- 
utes Record of the Daily Kun—The 
City of Paris Likely to Attempt to Re- 
gain Its Laurels—Capt. Parsell Talks ot 
the Possibility of Still Further Reduc- 

tions in the Time. | 

New Yorx, Aug. 8. —Ispecial. I- The ocean 
ferry record has been lowered again by over 
an hour this time, and the magnificent steam- 
ship Majestic, the latest addition to the 
White Star fleet, holds the title of Queen of 
the Atlantic. It came abreast of the Sandy 
Hook light ship at twenty minutes past 3 
o’clock this morning and Purser Perry speed- ‘ 
ily had a bulletin posted on deck that told the 
delighted passengers as they tumbled up that 
the trip had been made in five days, eighteen 
hours, and eight minutes, beating the record 
of the City of Paris of the Inman line by sev- 
enty minutes and the disputed record of the 
Teutonic by fifty-seven minutes. When the 
big vessel got into its dock at a little after 7 
everybody aboard’ wore a simile and all 
agreed that the trip was one well worth re- 
membering, not only for its shortness, but 
for the delightful weather that prevailed from 
Queenstown out. 

The Majestic’s daily runs follow in com- 
parison with the log of the record trip of the 
City of Paris: 

Majestic—July 31, 470 knots: 8 1. 501 knots; 
Aug. 2, 497 knots; Aug. 8, 501 knots;. Aug. 4, 401 
knots; Aug. 5, 317 knots. Total, 2,777 knots. 
Time, 5 days 18 hours and 8 minutes. 

City of Paris— Arg. 23, 1889, 432 knots; Ang. 24, 
493 knots; Aug. 25,502 knots; Aug. 26, 506 knote; 
Aug. 27, 500 knots; Aug. 28, 346 knots. Total, 2,788. 
Time, 5 days 19 hours and 18 minntes. 

So the Majestic made the fastest trip from 
Queenstown by seventy minutes on an hourly 
average of 20.10 knots, But the City of Paris 
traveled eleven knots further at an hourly 
average of 20,01, so the Majestic has beaten it 
by but about thirty-five minutes in actual 
time. The City of Paris still holds the one- 
day record of 515 knots and the three-day 
record of over 500 knots a day consecutively. 


Admit the Victory. - 


The Inman line people, hewever, cheerfully 
give the palm to the Majestic, but they figure 
out that in actual time the record of the City 
of Paris has been beaten by but twénty-five 
minutes, asin 1889 they started their boats 
from Roche’s Point, which is about five miles 
nearer to Queenstown than Daunt’s Rock 
light. 

The White Star line office has always stout- 
lyupheld the Teutonic record of five days 
nineteen hours and five minutes made m 
August, 1890, in the face of the general dis- 
belief in it, but they seem satisfied to let it go 
now in the light of the Majestic’s record. The 
Inman line office gets a grain of comfort out 
of the fact that the City of Paris had two days 
of head wind and sea, while the Majestic had 
but one day of confused sea. The City of | 
Paris leaves Queenstown tomorrow, and as 
it has lots of time to bear the news it will 
probably put on an extra effort to reéstablish 
its supremacy.

Will Make the Trip in Four Days. 

‘“‘Why should it seem unreasonable?” he asked 
today. Just take a look backward for ten, 
yes five years. The man who would have 
ventured to predict a passage in a little over 
five days would have been scoffed at quite as 
much as Robert Fulton was in the old days. 
As a matter of reasoning I consider that a 
trip in four days is a most conservative esti- 
mate. We have twin or screw steamships now 
and constructors are at this moment consider- 
ing the adaptability of vessels with four, five, 
six, or even eight screws. Ship engineers 
are asserting that a vessel equipped with four 
screws amidships, two at port, two at star- 
board, and with one on the stern as at present 
would move with incredible swiftness. Such 
construction is admitted to be possible. It 
only needs time to demonstrate its practica- 
bility. 

There are careful people * who say that 
in five years quadruple expansion engines will 
bein use. The Herreschoffs are now trying 
quintuple expansion engines. Every sailor 
knows that there is actually less resistance to 
the passage of a ship of 2,000 tons than the 
old frigate with its heavy bow of say, 500 tons. 
The modern steamship is built on the lines of 
amackerel. It is built for speed, and this 
speed is naturally bound to be increased, 

“There is one thing more to be considered 


and New York, and that is the adoption of a 
straight, direct course. The steamship of the 
future will sail either from this city by means 
of the sound or will start from the eastern 
limit of Long Island. Even in this way nearly 
500 miles can be saved. Whoean doubt then 
that quicker time can be expected of the ocean 
racers ?’’ 
The Majestic. 

The Majestic was built in 1889 at Belfast by 
Harland & Wulff, who have built most of the 
White Star fleet. It is a sister ship of the 
Teutonic, is 582 feet in length, 67 feet 6 inches 
beam, and depth 39 feet 4 inches. It is built 
of Siemens Martin steel, and has two man- 
ganese bronze screws driven by two inde- 
pendent sets of triple expansion engines. It 
is bulkheaded longitudinally as well as trans. 
versely, and is one of the finest pieces of 
marine architecture afloat. 

Ine best previous trip made by the Majestic 
was five days, twenty-one hours aud twenty 
minutes, last September, and it has made two 
other western trips inside of six days. 

The Majestic brought over 242 and 189 
people in first and second cabins respectively, 
and 985 in the steerage, a total of 1,366 pas- 
sengers. Among those in tne first cabin were

Stanley was born in Port Rees, 
near Newcastle Emelyn, Caermarthenshire, 
South Wales. He is now 49 to 50 years old.

The father took the boy to raise, but 
when Henry was 5 years old he was sold to a 
sea captain without the mother’s consent. 
After fourteen years he returned to Wales to 
find the records of his birth. His mother died 
while he was in Africa and is now buried in 
Wales.

KNELT BEFORE +A POLICE JUSTICE. 


Fred Mueller, an Alleged Confidence Man, 
Whines tor Mercy. 

The spectacle of aprisoner kneeling before 
a Justice imploring pardon in the interval 
when his whines did not fill the court-room 
was witnessed atthe Chicago Avenue Police 
Court yesterday.

It seems to be the opinion of this Demo- 
cratic politician that the 250,000 men of Chi- 
cago do not want to drink, but that the 
saloonkeepers, opening shop against their 
wishes, force them to imbibe, and that if Maj. 
McClaughry would close up these places the 
250,000 men would heave a sigh of relief and 
lead lives as unmoistened by liquor as the arid 
plains of Western Kansas are by water. 
It so happens, however, that of the 250,000 
adult males in this city there are fully 200,000 
who drink daily, not because they are forced 
to but because they like to and want the 
liquor and are bound to have it. They have 
doné so since they were lads, and they will 
keep on doing so until death, the only police- 
man or constable who can enforce prchibition 
on them, has closed the doors of the saloon 
to them forever. If all political parties 
should unite in an attempt to shut up these 


saloons, the 200,000 drinkers would cast all po- 


litical ties to the winds and smash to atoms 
the organizations to which tney previously 
clung. Tariff and anti-tariff, free silver coin- 
age and anti-free coinage men would ignore 
their differences in their determination to get 
the stimulant which they and their ancestors 
before them had been in the habit of consum- 
ing. 

What is true of this city is substantially true 
of every city in this country. And every year 
500,000 persons are arriving here from Europe, 
99 per cent of whom are accustomed to drink 
liquor daily. Hence it is becoming constant- 
ly more impossible to shut the saloons in Chi- 
cago or in any large city of the United States.

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which is accepted by the Economist for truth. 
It arises from classing the new Treasury notes 
with the silver certificates, on the ground that 
they are issued against purchases of silver. 
But while these notes are based on silver in 
one sense of the word, being issued against 
holdings of that metal, they are not redeem- 
able in silver only. On the contrary they are 
treated by the Treasury officials the same as 
are other legal tender notes, redeemable in 
gold on demand and receivable in payment 
for duties at the custom-houses. It should be 
remembered that they are issued only for an 
amount equal to the bullion value of 
the silver, so that there would be 
little difficulty in redeeming them on 
the gold coin basis, even though the gold re- 
serve were much lower than at present, and 
while under the terms of the law they may be 
redeemed in silver dollars, the latter being 
coin, the said silver dollars are exchangeable 
for gold so long as the operation is controlled 
by the government. But if that control were 
abolished, as it would be with the adoption of 
a free coinage of silver on the basis of sixteen 
to one, the protection would vanish. The 
IX grains of pure silver in the dollar being 
coined for the owner thereof would be ex- 
changeable for no more than its bullion value, 
and the silver must at once sink from the po- 
sition of circulating on equal terms with the 
more precious metal. 

In commenting on this the New York Bul- 
letin says that the apprehensions hinted at by 
the Economist exist in this country, and are to 
some extent increasmg. It adds: There 
have been some investments of large amount 
in foreign securities for the avowed purpose 
of securing beyond a doubt the payment of 
principal and interest in gold, and in some 
other cases considerable amounts of gold are 
held idle for the purpose of guarding against 
future contingencies.”’ It is probable there 
would be little of this apprehensiveness if 
financial men were satisfied the coinage of 
silver would be limited as at present, though 
they may believe the coinage of silver is lib- 
eral up to the very limits of safety. The great 
cause for anxiety is the fear that the pressure 
for a free coinage of silver will be 
yielded to by the government in the not far 
distant future, and itis this which makes the 
nervous ones take measures for avoiding the 
severe loss which such a movement would in- 
volve to those who had not guarded against it. 
But the large paper currency, an increase in 
which is provided for by the act of last year, 
will render it necessary to enlarge our gold re- 
serve if the confidence of our business public in 
our circulation medium is to be kept up. Prob- 
ably this augmentation will be rendered easy 
by the food necessities of the Old World, 
which can only be supplied by immense ship- 
ments from our surplus and the paying for 
them with gold now held abroad. 


STEWART’S VOTES ON SILVER. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada has run against 
asnag and struck it hard. He wrote to the 
New York Evening Post a long letter of sev- 
eral columns about silver, and the demone- 
tization act of 1873. He denied the charge 
that he voted for such demonetization, and 
the Post proves it home on him, showmg by 
the Congressional records that he voted for 
it. twice—to wit: the 10th of January, 1871, 
and again the 17th of January, 1878. On the 
first date he participated in the debate as 
well as voted for the bill naming as silver 
cdins of the United States the half-doilar, the 
quarter-dollar, and the dime, enacting that 
“no coins either of gold, silver, or minor 
coinage shall hereafter be issued from the 
mint other than those specified, and limiting 
to oné dollar the legal-tender faculty of silver 
coins. 

On the second occasion the bill was passed 
without a dissenting vote—Stewart being pres- 
ent—the bill containing a clause limiting the 
legal-tender faculty of all silver coins to $5 in 
any one payment, and Senator Stewart’s name 
appears on the same page of the record as 
that which records the passage of the bill as 
present, and therefore concurring, 

This is bad enough for the blatant Senator 
from Nevada, but he stands convicted of a de- 
liberate misrepresentation of President Grant. 
He says: 

Let it be borne in mind that President Grant 
signed the bill demonetizing silver the 12th of 
February, 1873, and that in January, 1878. he 
signed the Specie-Resumption act and returned 
it to the Senate with a recommendation that two 
or more mints be constructed to coin silver dol- 
lars to provide for the resumption of specie pay- 
„ 


The fact is that Grant’s special message ac- 
companying his signature of the Specie-Re- 
sumption act did not contain a single word 
about silver dollars, nor one word to show 
that he meant silver dollars.

For the tirst four named, which are credited 
with nearly 98 per cent of the total, the sta- 
tistics show $62,633,228 of capital invested, of 
which $50,113,325 was in land, and a total ex- 
penditure of $12,062,180, of which $6,096,025 
was for wages and $4,067,970 for material and 
supplies. The number of employés was 2,568 
above ground and 6,158 below ground, the 
average number of day’s work in the year be- 
ing close to 300 for each class. The Lake Su- 
perior region now turns out but a little over 
one-third of the product, against 90 per cent ten 
years previously, and the reasons for this de- 
cadence are apparent in the facts stated in the 
report, The metal exists in the rock 
there in its native state, the ore needing only 
to be crushed and washed to leave behind a 
product called metallic copper.

In Montana the ore 
mined is of high grade, the yield of ingot be- 
ing about 7 per cent, and the wages are con- 
sequently much less per ton of product than 
in the Lake Superior region, though the wages 
per day are nearly double. In Arizona the 
ores are rich, yielding a fraction over 10 per 
cent, and are easily reduced to black copper, 
being almost exclusively oxidized ores. 


OUTCOME OF THE KENTUCKY ELECTION. 
It appears from the fuller returns that the 
Alliance party did not show much more 
strength in Kentucky im the legislative than 
it did in the Gubernatorial contest. It was 
only able to dlect, in spite of all its trading 
and combining, thirteen of the hundred mem- 
bers of the House. The Republicans, who had 
but fourteen two years ago, have seventeen 
now, showing that not they but the Demccrats 
have been injured by the new movement, 
which has cost the Democrats members in 
both Senate and House, but leaves them still 
with a vast majoritv in both branches.

About half the Democratic nominees were Farm- 
ers’ Alliance men, who controlled the Democratic 
machinery in their counties, and who it is not 
likely will enter the Democratic caucus but will 
affiliate with the People’s party members. In the 
Senate the Democrats will have twenty-five out of 
the thirty-nine members, but if the House esti- 
mates above are sustained the Farmers’ Alliance 
and Republicans will have a majority on joint 
ballot. 

There is nothing in this. Where a person 
calls himself both a Democrat and a Farmers’ 
Alliance man he is always the first, and the 
last is a subordinate concern. That was so 
in the Illinois Legislature last winter, and it 
18 80 everywhere. Some,of these Democratic 
members of the Kentucky Legislature may be 
in favor of stumptail silver (in order to do 
their creditors out of 25 per cent of their 
claim), of government warehouses, of the is- 
suance of shinplaster scrip by the United 
States, but these things are of second- 
ary importance. They rank the suvcess of the 
Democratic party first, and they will go into 
its caucuses and vote for ifs nominees, and 
will not train with those who call themselves 
Farmers’ Alliance men and nothing else.

thorough and uncompromising Bourbons. 

This election shows that the debt-repudiat-

tion in Tennessee will show that it has but 


little there. The old Border States are not to 
be shaken from their party allegiance, and the 
Farmers’ Alliance can count on no great 
Southern support except in the Cotton States, 
and not in all of them.

PROMISE FURTHER CANADIAN SCANDALS 


Liberals Preparing a New Attack on the 
Goverament—Mercier Takes Toll. 

Orrawa, Out., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—A story 
is afloat tonight that a Liberal organizer, who 
recently visited Montreal, made arrangements 
while in that city. for a new line of attack on 
the government in the House, It is said that 
one of the Ministers will be implicated in the 
new scandal which the Liberals will spring in 
a few days, and that a series of private letters 
will de given to the public. The story is said 


to be founded on the fact that a Montreal 


newspaper has comeinto possession of a batch 
of Premier Abbott’s private letters, written 
several years ago, in Which he criticises very 
freely some of the leading men of the Con- 
servative party. 

What purports to be a new scandal of con- 
siderable dimensions showed its head at the 
Senate Railway committee ‘today. While the 
Baie des Chaleurs bill was under considera- 
tion Mr. Barwick of Toronto, representing the 
McFarlane estate and the Ontario Bank, said 
that of the $286,000 subsidy granted by the 
government $100, was secured by the Mer- 
cier Government for election purposes, leav- 
ing an insufficient amount to meet the McFar- 
lane claim. The charge, which is a serious 
one, that the Mercier administration exacts 
tolls from companies receiving subsidies or 
legisiation under its auspices, will come up 


again. 
Thomas McGreevy, M. P., who is charged 
by his brother, Robert H. 1 and 0. 
E. Murphy with accepting bribes to secure 
publie contracts for firm of Larkin, Con- 
nolly & Co., which firm Robert and Murphy 
were partners in, and with accepting a share 
of the profits on those contracts, was before 
the Privileges and Elect ons committee toda 
on his defense.

Wreck on the Grand Rapids and Indiana 
Road Near Kalamazoo, 
Katamazoo, Mich., Aug. 5.—[Special.]—A 
frightful accident occurred on the Grand Rap- 
ids and Indiana railroad a few miles north of 
here this afternoon,.which, if the theory of 


the railroad Officials be true, develops a terri- 


ble crime in u successful plot to wreck a train.

LOCOMOTIVES OF A CURIOUS PATTERN, 


Two Remarkable Engines Being Built by 
the St. Paul Road— Milwaukee News. 
Miiwavkes, Wis., Aug. 5.—[Special. }—The 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway 
company is building at ite Milwaukee shops 
two new engines which promise a revolution 
in locomotive building. The new engines 
consume their own smoke and have no smoke- 
stack. They are fitted up with an electrical 
headlight, which is placed on a stand imme- 
diately in front of the boiler, thus giving the 
engineer an unobstructed view of the line 
ahead. The drive-wheels are larger than on 
the ordinary locomiotive and intended for 
greater. speed. The new engines are 
particularly designed to furnish power 
for lighti passenger-trains with 
electricity and for furnishi steam. heat. 
These engines will be used the track be- 
tween Milwaukee and Chicago, and it is in- 
tended to reduce the best time now made by 
one hour at least. They are designed and be- 
ing built under the personal supervision of A. 
J. Smith, a practical engineer from the shops 
of the Pennsylvania road at Fort Wayne.

GOULD’S ROAD PUSHING CHICAGO'S 
COAL INTERESTS TO THE WALL, _ 


Railroads Importuned to Reduce Hard- 
Coal Rates from Chicago to the Mis- 
souri River to End the Discrimination 
in Favor of Toledo—Resignation of Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Eckstein of the 
Wisconsin Central—West-Bound Rates 
from New York Badly Cut. | 
The refusal of the roads in the Western 


Freight Association to reduce hard-coal rates 
| from Chicago to Missouri River points and 


beyond to enable Chicago coal shippers to 
meet the vompetition from Toledo and Buffalo 
via St. Louis has caused considerabie indig- 
nation among Chicago dealers, and they have 
not yet abandoned all hope of securing the 
desired reduction. Another request has been 
made that the railroads reduce the rate 
on hard coal from Chicago to the Missouri 
River from $3.20 per ton to $2.50. The deal- 
ers claim that if this reduction is not made 
they will be forced entirely out of the busi- 
ness, Nearly all the hard coal from the 
Lackawanna fields goes direct from To- 
ledo to St. Louis and thence over the 
Missouri Pacific to Missouri River and Kan- 
sas points. The inference is that the 
Gould road, in connection with its Hast- 
ern connéctions, is cutting the rates or 
giving special inducements to shippers. The 
Wabash up to a short time ago had a tariff in 
effect at maternally less than the regular rates 
and yet it was unable to get any of the busi- 
ness against the competition of the Gould 
roads, although it has the most direct route 
from Toledo to the Missouri River via 
St. Lous and Hannibal. The Burlington at a 
late meeting openly charged the Missouri Pa- 
cific with manipulating the rates, but General 
Freight Agent Parker of the latter ‘em- 
phatically denied the soft impeachment 
and contended that the love and esteem the 
shippers have for Jay Gould are alone the 
cause for the preference they give to the Mis- 
souri Pacific. As it could not be proven that 
the rates were i cut or manipulated by 
Gould’s road, several of the roads who could 
have backed up the Burlington in its demands 
for a reduction in the rate from Chicago 
voted against it. They are beginning to re- 
ret, however, that they did not vote for a re- 
uction, as it becomes more certain every day 
that unless some action is soon taken Chicago’s 
hard coal interest will be forced to the wall.

RAIL LINES CAN'T COMPETE, 


War Between Steamship Lines Forces Low 
Rates to Mexico, 

Rates from New York to Mexico via Texas 

have been in a bad way for some time on ac- 

count of the rivalry between the domestic 


and Spanish steamer lines. Unless the diffi- 


culties are soon adjusted it is probable that 
rail rates from interior points, such as St. 
Louis, will go to pieces. Things have gone 
so far that merchants in St. Louis, instead of 
shipping their freight direct to Mexico via the 
Southern railroads to New Orleans and Gal- 
veston, and thence by steamer, are sending it 
to New York, and from there to Mexico via 
one of the competing steamer lines. By shi 
ping it in that roundabout route it costs only 
as much as it would if shipped direct 
from St. Louis by the all-rail lines to Mexico, 
The rate from St. Louis to Mexico City di- 
rect is over $8 per 100 pounds on fi ass 
freight, while it costs the St. Louis shipper 
only $1.52 per 100 pounds to send the same 
goods by rail to New York and thence by 
steamer to Mexico, Southern railway men 
say the war in rates is due to the determina- 
tion of the Ward Steamship Line to meet the 
rates of the Spanish from New York to Mexi- 
co. The latter demands a differential, but 
the Ward line will not allow it. Their rivalry
